The
entire cost of the paintings and engravings
has been estimaled at more than §5,000,000,
‘and up to the present time ‘“‘Boydell’s Shake-

speare” has been a work to be found only in
the largest public libraries, or in the collec-
tions of the wealthiest connoisseurs, Messrs,
Porter & Coates have a limited number of
copies which they effer to subscribers at the
very low price of #140 for two maguificent
volumes, half bound in the best Russia
leather., This is an opportunity to obtain
possession of a series of impressions of these
engravings at a low figure that may never
offer again, and connoisseurs shonld make a
note of the faet.
